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EDITORIALS 


Competition, No Monopoly, Goal of Free Enterprise 


The high standard of living en- 
joyed by the people of the United 
States, which we constantly seek 
to improve, is the product of our 
competitive free enterprise econ- 
omy. Congress recognized this fact 
years ago, when, to preserve and 
promote healthy competition, it en- 
acted antitrust laws to prohibit 
monopolies and collusive practices 
in affairs of commerce. 

Today, antitrust laws are need 
ed just as they were when Congr 
passed the antitrust legislation in 
1890, But, there is growing concern 
among the nation’s most informed 
business leaders that recent U. S. 
Supreme Court decisions are chang 
ing the basic objectives of antitrust 
laws. 

M. A. Wright, president of the 
0. 5. Chamber of Commerce, іп а 
recent speech, expressed а broadl 
felt concern when he asked: “Are 
our antitrust laws, as presently in- 
terpreted and enforced, promoting 
competition, or are they undermin- 
ing the very thing they were de- 
signed to protect?” Directing at- 
tention primarily to business mer 
ers and acquisitions, Wright said 
the Supreme Court's interpretation 
is establishing a new merger pol- 
ісу“... which places more emph- 
asis on preserving fragmented mar 
kets and a given number of com- 
petitors than on promoting com- 
petition.” 

He said mergers and acquisi 
tions are part of economic develop- 
ment. “At some time almost every 
business . . . considers combining 
with another firm or selling its op- 
erations. Large firms often want 
to merge with another company or 
expand markets, to insure a source 
of supply . diversify оре: 
tions, Small and medium size firms 

der mergers for these same 

. . as a means of growth 

improving their competitive po- 

sition against larger firms," he de- 
clared. 

The Supreme Court, however, 
seems to think the antitrust laws 
mean competitors the 

blocking many 
mergers and placing unusual em- 
phasis upon arbitrary measures a 
indicators of competition. The 
Court also seems to object to mer- 
gers which increase efficiency, 
fearing the result might give'the 
combined firm an unfair advant- 
age over its competitors in the 
sa result," Wright said, 


that are not always in the best in- 
terest of the public or of our com- 
petitive system. In fact, in their ef- 
forts to maintain fragmented mar- 
kets, the courts and regulatory ag- 
encies have probably often reduc- 
ed effective competition. 


The Absentee Vote 


Absentee votes can and 
make the difference in many el 
tions. In 1940 the Governor of Kan- 
sas won re-election, with the abs 
tee ballots giving him the margin 
of victory. 

In 1960 Richard Nixon carried 
the State of California by the mar- 
gin of the absentee vote. 

Today there are over a million 
Americans outside the continental 
limits of the United States. Many 
of them are of voting age, and only 
temporarily out of the country— 
in the military service, on assign- 
ments from their employers, or just 
traveling for pleasure. 

One out of five Americans 
changes his domicile every year. 
Many of these people not yet quali- 
fied +» vote in their new location 
may still vote by absentee ballot 
where they used to live by virtue of 
property ownership or other legal 
consideration. 

Now is the time to determine 
in all states (except Rhode Island, 
where it’s already too late) wheth- 
er you and other members of your 
family may need to cast an absen- 
tee ballot. If you're going to be a 
Way at voting time, make arrange- 

at city hall to obtain the 

to fill out to get the neces- 
sary absentee ballots to assure a 
100 per cent voting record in each 
family.

The more we know, the more 
we know we don’t know. 


The Federa! Trade Commission 
and the Antitrust Division of the 
Justice Department, established to 
enforce antitrust laws, are also af- 
fecting merger policy, but in quite 
a different way. Due to changing 
court concepts and the increasingly 
higher cost of litigation, these ag- 
encies are making national policy 
by sheer threat of suit. Many mer- 
gers and acquisitions are, in fact, 
halted without judicial determina- 
tion, because the cost of going to 
court is prohibitive for most firms. 

Wright said the promotion of 
healthy competition is not the same 
as maintaining a given number of 
competitors in a market area. He 
proposes that a study in depth of 
the nation’s merger policy be un- 
dertaken to determine its potential 
impact on competition and other 
economic objectives. He believes 
when the basic effects of current 
policy are understood, it will be pos- 

ible to enact legislation to im- 
prove antitrust policy. 

The American people want to 
be protected from mergers and ac- 
quisitions which would monopolize, 
or tend to monopolize, a market, 
but they also want to be guaranteed 

the highest degree of competi- 
tion will always prevail in their 
marketplace. Whether or not our 
antitrust laws, under current inter- 
pretations, accomplish these duel 
purposes is questionable. That ques 
tion will have to be answered if this 
country is to continue under the 
type of competitive system which 
has created materia! abundance, 
progress and opportunity for our 
people beyond the attainments of 
any other nation in the world’s his- 
tory. 


What Price? 


The skeptic has been heard to 
say that “every man has his price.” 
And, the implication is that every 
man can be led to turn his back on 
conscience for a “price” — money 
fume, flattery, depending upon 
personal weaknesses, 

How strong do you hold to a 
principle? What is your price? Can 
you hold to a purpose, cling to a 
belief, deny recognition or profit 
merely because conscience tells you 
it is the thing to do? 

If, indeed, “every man has his 

" for some men the price must 
be justice, fair play and truth. 
These things the skeptic may refer 

“ideals.” But they are reali-

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A Nation With Courage 


On November 11 of this 
year the people of Rhodesia 
will celebrate their first year 
of independence. They have 
truly made history. Though 
subjected to cruel economic 
pressure, including an oil em- 
bargo such as the Western na- 
tions never dared apply against 
Communist Cuba, the Rhode- 
sians have carried on in the 
great tradition of Anglo-Saxon 
peoples struggling against ty- 
ranny 

Though the Johnson admin- 
istration has chosen to support 
the position taken by Britian's 
socialist government for rea- 
sons not worthy of a great 
nation, many Americans are 
mindful of the parallel be- 
tween Rhodesia's declaration 
of independence and the Amer 
ican declaration of independ- 
ence of July 4, 1776. Ironical- 
ly, the U. 5. Department of 
State, voicing the political view 
taken by the Johnson adminis- 
tration, asserts that “Southern 
Rhodesia remains a British co- 
lony.” The irony is in the fact 
that it was in precisely these 
terms that Lord North's sov- 
ernment described independent 
America іп 1776. 

Тһе Johnson administration 
is guilty of poor historical un- 
derstanding. Since 1921, Rho- 
desians have been self-govern- 
ing. They paid all their bills 
for more than 40 years, with- 
out financial assistance from 
the mother country. In World 
War If Rhodesians — includ- 
ing Prime Minister lan Smith 

fought bravely against the 
Nazis. They have had a poor 
reward from the socialist gov- 
ernment of Prime Minister 
Harold Wilson. 

Rhodesia has won sympathy 
among the American people, 
if not the Johnson administra- 
tion, because they have refus- 
ed to be stampeded into a sur- 
render of their country 

The “no win" thinkers in 
Washington, London and clse- 
where mistook the temper of 
the Rhodesians. They thought 
they could be intimidated or 
bought off. But the Rhodesians 
refused to let their country 
take the road to primitivism 
and one-party dictatorship 
simply because liberal pundits 
and politicians declared that 
"winds of change" were blow- 
ing in Africa. They held on. 
They have stuck it out, and 
thereby provided a living ex- 
ample of thé Dunkirk spirit 
that animated English-speak- 
ing people a generation ago. 

To be sure, no one can tell 
what fresh pressures may be 
applied against the Rhodesians 
The ideologues who are de- 
termined to drive civilized men 
from Africa are as loud and 
busy as ever in condemnation 
of Rhodesia. They want the 
U. N.. which is incapable of 
bringing peace to any land, to 
launch a war against the 


—Rhodesians. 


If tragedy overwhelms the 
Rhodesians, it also will strike 
the free countries of the West 
For the people of the West 
have a big stake in the sur- 
vival of an independent Rho- 
desia. Since the end of World 
War 11, Wester: have been 
retreating around. the world. 
The forces of primitivism and 
communism have come to pow 


er in ‘country after country 
Lands once progressing smooth 
ly under intelligent Western 
leadership һауе reveried to 
tribalism and brutality. 


The Western, world cannot 
stay permanently in retreat. 
Primitivism cannot be allowed 
to advance indefinitely. The 
United States, as the leading 
nation in the world, needs to 
end its infatuation with back- 
ward lands and use its great 
influence for good in support- 
ing governments that are led 
by men of experience and ci- 
vilized standards. This is the 
kind of government independ- 
ent Rhodesia has today. 


Unfortunately, the tides of 
misdirected emotionalism are 
still very strong. This kind of 
emotionalism accounts for the 
fal lof the Chinese mainland 
to the communists and the 
coming to power of Fidel Cas- 
tro. The same elements that 
hailed Chinese “agrarian re- 
formers” and praised the Cas- 
tro revolution today are urging 
a U. N. military campaign a- 
gainst Rhodesia's civilized gov- 
ernment. 


It would be shocking if the 
U. S. used its power to topple 
the Smith government in Rho- 
desia, for an independent Rho- 
desia is a strongpoint for the 
West. If Rhodesia is secure 
against the kind of tyranny 
that prevails in the black Afri- 
can states, then the advance

Tax Collections 
Total $86,190 


Palm Beach County col- 
lected a total of $86,190.30 
in state documentary stamp 
taxes during the month of 
August, according to a re- 
port from the office of State 
Comptroller Fred O. (Bud) 
Dickinson, Jr, 

Dickinson reported that 
the August collections of 
state documentary stamp 
tax totaled $2,001,315. 

Dickinson noted collec- 
tions were up 5216,678, over 
total revenues for the same 
month last year. 

The Comptroller said а 
breakdown of the total in- 
dicated $1,984,089 collected 
from in-state sales made in 
Florida's 67 counties. Ап 
additional $17,226 was re- 
corded in out of state sales, 
he added. 

Dickinson said the Aug- 
ust total represented a dol- 
lar value on the 7,070,848 
stamps sold of $6,268,397. 

The collections — deposit 
ed in the general revenue 
fund — represent payments 
on deeds, stocks and bonds, 
and written obligations to 
рау money, such as notes 
and contracts.

The state, therefore, doesn't 
need an additional consumer 
protection agency. There is 
room for improvement, how- 
ever. 

Expansion of the areas of ге- 
sponsibility now vested with- 
in the Department is a more 
logical solution. The necessary 
shift of certain responsibilities 
to the Department would be 
relatively simple because it is 
in more direct contact with 
consumers than is any other 
Mate agency. 

Many of the present con- 
sumer protection laws need to 
be strengthened, and there are 
some areas not now covered 
which probably should be. 

The Department's legal staff. 
and the Agricultural Advisory 
Council are now drafting what 
we consider to be essenfial leg- 
islation along these lines for 
presentation to the 1967 State 
Legislature. We in the Depart- 
ment want to do a better job 
in protecting our consumers 
and we will if the necessary 
additional tools are made a- 
vailable. 

A larget which the Florida 
Department of Agriculture set 
its sights on nearly six years 
ago is a well-rounded, compre- 
hensive, and effective market- 
ing program for Florida com- 
modities. Our efforts have 
been centered on three levels: 
(1) the grower, ог producer; 
(2) the consumer, both in 
Florida and in other states; 
and (3) foreign markets, in- 
cluding Europe and Latin 
America. 

One of the more tangible 
projects being proposed to help 
the producers help themselves 
is a Revolving Improvement 
Fund for the further develop- 
ment of the State Farmers 
Markets. The plan is to make 


the markets serve more of the 
specific needs of the farmers 
and to put the markets on a 
-supporting basis through 
usage fees, 

An out-of-state program has 
been designed to stimulate 
food-store buyers to purchase 
larger quantities of Florida 
products, to create greater con- 
sumer preference for our com- 
modities, and to learn of any 
problems which receivers and 
handlers experience with Flor- 
ida commodities.
